As an avid APRS user, I have obvious come to grips with the fact that 
others know my exact position most of the time, and it doesn't bother me. 
I can understand why others might not be so comfortable. 


Rather than just shaving off digits, I'd suggest finding a location that 
describes the coverage...say the center of a nearby town, etc, and using 
that exact location. In case you don't have access to a program that can 
report lat/lon such as APRS, Street Atlas, etc, I'll be glad to give you 
lat/lons for any city you need, just send me a list (zipcodes would be 
easier for me, but town and state would be managable).

To find the lat/lon data for most of the SC data I used a Precision 
Mapping CD-ROM. When you place the curser on a location the lat/lon is 
shown on the screen. For sites that I am familiar with I zoomed the map 
and got accurate data, for others I used the data from center of the 
supplied city/town location. 

I have found that when using the same lat/lon for multiple equipment 
sites the Java map just stacks one info line on top of the other making 
some unreadable. I was playing with the idea of slightly shifting the 
locations so each line of info would show, but have not found time yet.

You should be able to use this information to select the correct city 
location and use that LAT/LON in your database until you have a more 
accurate location on the node within the next year. 


In addition, I now check to see if your LAT/LON has a direction indication 
afterwards. Thus, if you include it, it doesn't generate a Warning anymore. 
We will still show that LAT/LON in the data def as not having a direction 
indicator appended. 


I'll be running the checkprogram in weekly mode shortly to generate 
everyone a new check file along with suggested LAT/LON that can be used. 


If you don't see a suggest coordinate for a city location, I would suggest 
you telnet over to: telnet://martini.eecs.umich.edu:3000/ and check for 
locations there. 


The other changes has to do with the header links on the listing pages. 
They have been changed to point to the new mapping system that Steve Dimse 
has on-line. The link from each region listing page now takes you to the 
map for the region. Steve's system breaks up the maps in regions (typically 
the state with all surrounding regions). This allows javAPRS to load a lot 
quicker. If you want to see the entire database, just use cgi call with 
?us as the variable. 


I would now say the NADSD system is fully operational. I don't think there 
are any sections underconstruction (other than the examples page -- anyone 
want to do that page). 


As Carl has been stressing, he is now working fully on getting sections 
included and data more accurate. I hope that this update to the 
checkprogram helps with the later. 


We still need to work on getting the Mexico page filled out. I had several 
people promise to send me the 3-4 letter abbrv for the states in Mexico, 
but never saw anything. As soon as we get those, I can add those into the 
page as links.
